British Spheres Not Defined 

In connection with examination of 
the text of the agreement, now avail- 
able, attention ie ehbing called here to 
the fact that while the treaty defines 
the spheres of influence of France and 
Italy,—recognizing the epecia’ inter- 
ests of France in Cilicia and the west- 
ern part of Kurdistan bordering on 
Syr'a and of Italy in southern Anatolia 
—the British enheres of influefice are 
not only undefined, but are not re- 
ferred to . This has raised the ques- 
tion if the agreement is susceptible of 
the interpretation that the Rritish 
interest may extend to any or all tho 
remaining parts of the Turkish em- 


ire, 
It is noted also, that while the 
agreement does not take the form of 
an alliance ,it nevertheless pledges 
the contracting powers to “render din- 
lomatic sumport to each other in 
maintaining their respective positions 
in the area {rn which their special in- 
terests are recognized,’ 
Paplottation of Regded Railway. 

One section of the document pro- 
vides for the exploitation of the Bag- 
dad railway by a commany in which 
British, French and Italian canital is 
equalty imterested. It gives the ex- 
ploitation of the Heraclea coal mines, 
between Konieh and Adana, to tlaly. 

Article 10 of the agreement nrovides 
that nothing contained. in ft shall pre- 
judice the rights of nationals of non- 
signatories states to free access to the 
various areas for commercial and 
economic purposes. 

To Heip Develop Resources, 

In the preamble it’ was stated that 
the British, Italian and French gov- 
ernments had entered into this agree- 
mem, “being anvious to help Turkey 
develop her resources and to avoid the 
international rivalries ,which have 
obstructed these objects in the past, 
and being desired to meet the request 
of the Turkish government that it re- 
ceive necessary assistance in the re- 
organization of juetice, the finance, 
the gendarmérie and of the police, 
in the protection of religious, the rac- 
fal and linguistic minorities and the 
economic development of the country; 
and considering that the autonomy 
of eventual independence of Kurdistan 
has been recognized by them and that 
it is desirable with a view to facilitat- 
ing the development of that country 
and make provision for any assistance 
{t may require in its administration 
and to avoid international rivalries in 
such metters.”

The company was constructing, 
under the government program, two 
vesels of the 8,100 ton type. One was 
nearing completion when work was 
suspended and would have been 
launched {in December; the 
would have been ready to go into 
commission in February.

the work was finished. 

According to advices received here 
the company was behind in ite pay- 
roll when work on the ships was su@ 
pended. The government is fully 
protected from loss by guaranteed 
bonde held by the London Guarantee 
and Accident company, and cannot 
make any immediate move to retfeve 
the stuation at Prince Rupert because 
such action, without first seouring 
the consent of the bonding company, 
might prejudice ita claims under the 
bond. In view of the distress due to 
overdue wages the government has 
asked the consem of the guarantee 
company to th payment of the work- 
men by the government. The guar- 
antee company will be pressed for an 
agreement along these lines. The 
guarantee company has the option of 
completing the ships, but should it

Urgent Appeal to France.

From an authoritative source 
is was learned today that France feels 
it is now “too late” to give further 
assistance to Gen. Wrangel. It was 


‘explained that France had rendered 


all the assistance in her power, any 
further support w'll have to come 
from the other allied powers, among 
whom the French say, there seems to 
be no disposition to act. The feeling 
in French circles that Gen Wrangel 
would be able to retire and maintain 
his position now in the Crimea has 
given away to an expression of hope 
that he will withstand the Bolsheviki 
onslaught.

COMPETITION 


URGES HIGHER 
TEACHERS’ PAY 


Unionism, Suggests Spealcer, 


Might be Means of Bringing 
About Desired End 


In a spirited address delivered fbe- 
fore the Northern Alberta Teachers’ 


association, at luncheo>, in the Mac- 
donald hotel, Friday, Dr. 'W. HH. Al- 
exander emphasized the importance 
of increased salaries in the teaching 
profession. The general public were 
ready to pay the price for ever ne- 
cessity of luxury, yet, when it comes 
‘to paying for the education for their 
children they refuse to pay those re- 
sponsible, a {fair rewand for ‘their 
services, 

On every side are' heard comments 
on the greatness of the teaching vro- 
fession. It is classed as the noblest 
of all callings—a real missionary work 
yet few, if any, ever become ‘con- 
vinced that to carry on this noble 
work more efficiently the teacher 
should fbe rewarded in a manner com- 
meneurate with his work. These ar- 
guments of the greatness of the call- 
i-=ee*the @peaker Said, are merely 
the arguments that society is in the 
habit of putting forth in order to keep 
from paying the higher salaries. 

If education is worth anything, ‘he 
sa'd, it ig certainly worth paying for. 
In most ‘communities tlre majority of 
taxpayere are able to pay the manu- 
facturer of automobiles ‘just what. he 
asks. They do not demand that he 
lower his price, and when a communi- 
ty is i2 @ condition financially that 
they can do such things, they certain- 
ly can afford to pay a fair reward 
for the education of their children. 

Reward Inadequate 

The speaker pointed out that there 
always ‘had been an inadequacy of re- 
ward in the teaching profession, and 
one of the means of relieving the con- 
dition’ would be to lessen the supply, 
and that ff something was not done, 
it would happen anyway. The smaller 
the salaries in comparison with other 
callings the less attractive it, would 
become, and as a result ‘higher wages 
would eventually “have to be paid to 
secure teachers at all, 

“Society is wont to remind ‘he 
teachers,” remarked the speaker, 
“that their’a is a high calling. It is 
true it might be a high calling, yet 
could people ‘be encouraged to en- 
ter the profession, when mechanics, 
firemen, and truck drivers were actu- 
ally drawing higher salaries than the 
trained school teacher?” 

Unionism, he suggested, might be 
a means of bringing about the de- 
sired end. “I am a firm believer of 
unionism,’ he eaid, “and cannot see 
why teachere could not fonm a union 
as well es anyone else, Arguments 
might %e put forth that unionism 
probably twould tend towards ineffi- 
ciency, ‘but such arguments are un- 
vounded. Teachers as @ class are 
more loyal to their calling than any 
other class wf (workers, and f do 
not believe that there is any single 
class that ‘would respond more readily

‘THE PICCADILLY | 
| SYMPHONY 


From a bedroom high over Piccadilly 
and just beyond the dip where the traffic 
in elther direction hurries forward to take 
the siippery rise, I used to hear the 
sounds of the street come up to me night 
and morning. . . After a whie trey be- 
gun to weave themselves into something 
whole and definite; they became, pot a 
hundred sonnds; not a hundred discords, 
but one harmeny, I know it now, this 
seeming medley of violent tappings and 
rumblings and mechanical noises, for 
something much more wonderful and in- 
teresting than that; I know it for a con- 
cord or symphony in which a thousand 
barsh notes ure merged into one mellow | 
note, In which units become unity—a sym- 
phony of traffic upon a read. And as you 
write music in various modes, Dorian, 
Lydian, Vurygian, pure or mixed, so the 
sympoony of traffic writes itself in one 
or ether of the various modes that govern 
it. And there is the mode of Vie- 
eadilly, unchanging and unforgetable with 
its note of restiess eagerness and hurry, 
its undecided tonality as of a passage 
from one point to another of things that 
have no abiding or continuing city, but 
eek one Kast or West. } 

It begins aud ends in fallihg and de- | 
tached notes, and in the summer there is 
not more than Cliree-quarters of an hour 
between the end and the beginning. It 
ends on home-coming — ‘busses, belated | 
cabs and carriages; it begins with mar- | 


kel carts, steam wagons and the swish of 
hydraulic hose pipes.

In that hour, even 
from a Piccadilly bedroom, you bear the 
biids sin g in the Green Park. It Is 
thelr only hance, because the lucreasing 
tide of traffic soo swelis and drowns 
their notes, Every morning that 1 was 


awake in time I listened for this sweet in- 
termezzo; aud by the degree of Joy tn it 
I could tell long before the curtains were 
drawn and the light bad come in'‘o the 
room, whether the sun was shining or nat, 
The sounds which make up this or- 
chestra of traffic are very clear and def.n- 
ite when one listens ta them thus, with 
the sense of bearing unconfused by the 
The predominant note, the 
horses’ feet on the wood 
duly decreastug, gradually 
the curious drone of the 
motor omnibus, The ground-work of the 
whole symphony, the four-part harmony, 
is still, bowever, furnished by the com-

'KUBELIK BRINGS 
BACK THREE NEW 
VIOLIN CONCERTS 


Jan KubeHk, now in America for 
ja concert tour for the first time in 
jsix years has brought with him three 
\concertos of his own composition for 
|the violin and orchestra and several 
{short pieces for viol'n and piano. The 
|library for the violin is al] too limit- 
‘ed, according to the Bohemian ar..st. 
For several years he has ‘been working 
to enlarge it, and he intends to con- 
jtinue his work of compos'tion. 

| “I do not know whether my con- 
certos wil] take very well,";he «said, 
discussing them with the minuscripts 
before him. is

| Of the three concertos Mr. Kubelik

third concerto, in E major, has @p- 
pealed more strongly to musicians 
Mr. Kubel k said that this concerto 
was the favorite of his friends 
Prague. It includes a novelty in sym- 
phonic form a double fugue in the 
first movement for the violin and the 
orchestra. 

“The second concerto is my favor- 
ite," said Mr. Kubelik. “The f rst one 
was a great deal of work. When I 
very happy 
and I had not the difficulties which 
present themselves in a first composi- 
tion. * was ip the swing of work, a6 
you say, and I enjoyed every moment 
of the second concerto. It is different 
from the others [n that the three 
movements are run right along alto- 
gether without any stops” 

Each concerto is jong, the average 
length being between forty and for- 
ty-five minutes. The minor composti- 
tions of Mr. Kubelik are simple, and 
will consequenity win more genera 
popularity, he believes. They are Noc- 
turne Melode, Pierrelle and Stara 
fusen, or Old Songs. 

When Jan Kubelik left thie country 
six years ago it was understood that 
he would give much of his time to 
composition in the future, One inter- 
viewer had the impression that he was 
through with tours of ths \country, 
and, having made a great deal of 
money. would devote himself to the 
life of composition which he prefer- 
red. In the course of a conversation 
recently the remark was made that it 
was a long time since he had been in 
America, 


“Yes said the artist, ‘but I had to 


go on tour agan Seven children, you 
Know. need a great many things, and 
they have all to be educated. So I am 
on tour again. And, by the way, I 
see many accounts of accidents in this 
country, in the streets and on the rail- 
roads. We must see about my insur- 
ance. You know, insurance is like 
carrying an umbrella, It keeps away 
the rain.” 

Some interesting things are to be 
expected of the seven children to 
whom Mr. Kubelik referred, They are 
all musicians and in talking of their 
talent, Mr. Kubelik sald: 

“Yes, but it is to be expected that 
they should be musical. What {s your 
expression? The apple does not fall 
Yar from the tree.” 

Next year Americans may look for- 
ward to hearing the playing of these 
musical Kubelik children, for the 
twins, Marie and Annie, are going on 
tour. ‘These two girls are both vio- 
linista, They are sixteen years old, 
and already accomp!'shed musicians, 

“They look something alike,” said 
their father, “but it is astonishing how 
different they are in temperament and 
in their playing. I have taught them 
both. and their advantages have, of 
course, been the same, but they play 


as differently as if they had never 
known each other at all, W. ‘n they 
appear in concert they vill p al- 
ternate solos and p!ay sonia pie 
gether.

VETERAN VIOLIN’ 
TEACHER URGES 
SCHOLARSHIPS 


“Talented persons are always poor.” 
fe the regret of Leopold Auer, world 
tamous violin teacher “Ai! the pu- 
pils I have had who have ‘become 
real'y successful, with the exception 
of two American women, came to me 
on scholarships. They were poor and 
had it not been for the scholarships 
they could never hhave afforded the 
training necessary to become artists. ’ 

Professor Auer “6 the Warwich in 
the world of violin artisis. He has 
made public appearances himself, but 
it is through the popularity of his 
pupils that he is best known. Mischa 
Elman, Efrem Zimibatist, Kathleen 
Parlow Thelma Given, M'schel Pias- 
tro, Jascha Heifet: Eddie Brown, 
Toscha Seidel and, Max Rosen are 
amone those whom he has taught. 

Behind each of these stands the 
master teacher, a 6hort, rather heavy- 
set Russian, who taught for foriy 
years in Petrograd before coming in 
this country. Professor Auer has been 
in the United States for two and a 
half years. 

“T have found just as much talent 
in America as in Europe,” he se’d. 
“But the great need there la 6ome aort 
of national schools where acholarsh!ps 
could be provided for your talented 
young musicans. <A country of this 
grea’ size ehoild have three, “ovr, 
five such schools, located in different 
cit'es, The great difficulty I find here 


money to spend, as much time is 
necessary to become artists. Moat of 
the talented ones are poor and some 
person is backing the paying for their 
lessons, ‘The “backer’ will pay for 
lessons for six months, @ year, or at 
That fie not enough 
and so I believe in scholarsh ps. 

“There are no special secrets to my 
teaching,’ she smiled, “I believe in 
cultivating ‘the indivadual ‘talent of 
each pupil. if I tind that a pupil does 
someth.ng not the way I say, but some 
thing that ie different and good, I do 
tot try to change It. 

“In private lessons, of course, the 
pupil gets more attention, but I great- 
dy favor class leasons for at least part 
of the training.

Schubert's mind 
was thoroughly imbued with the crea- 
tive idea in music etudy, It was con- 
centration that enabled him to do the 
stupendous amount of Work that he 
accomplished in his short fe of 
thirty-one years. His output was three 
hundred and ninety-two songs, sixty- 
nine choral works, sixteen masses and 
offertories, forty-six piano duets, 
eleven sonatas, thirty miscellaneous 
_pieces, and fourteen books of waltzes 


and other dgnce forms beside numer- 
ous compositions for orchestras and 
quartets. 


Mozart, dying at thirty-five, left a 
rich leesecy of operas, sonatas p'ano 
aU.cs wiua oiler compositions, Schu- 


mann died at forty-six years of oge! 


and how much the musical world is 
indebted to him for pure tone poems 
and a wea'th of melody! 

These examples might be amplified 
but enough are cited to give empha- 
sis to the topic. 

The virtuoso needs to concentrate as 
much as the composer. Genius creates, 
talent interprets. Netther can he suc- 
cessful without this concentrated study 
and practice. Josef Hoffman came to 
this country some years ago and was 
hailed as a prodigy by the pubiic and 
the critics, yet by the advice of dis- 
creet rejatives and friends he went 
back to Europe went throuch 1 stren- 
uous course of study and practice, and 
now returns to this country, on a con- 
cert tour, as a trained musician. Be- 
fore he was a phenomenal player, now 
jhe is more the skilled and well de- 
veloped musician, 

So it is with Paderwski, Pachmann, 
Joseffy, and others, the results of con- 
centrated study with a definite pur- 
pose. It is a far ery from the com- 
poser and virtuoso to the pupil or 
student, but the means to the end is 
the same for all—concentration. 

Get the habit of analyting your 
niusic before going to the instrument, 
not only read itt through, but note 
phrases, sentences, related passages, 
the balancing of maior and 
parts, the structural form, the ex- 
pressive ideal of the harmonic treat- 
ment of the theme Endeavor to catch 
the composer's insnirntion and Mea of 
|the composition and keep in mind the 
fact that your individnal'ty ts to be a 
part of the interpretation. Acauire 
that mental contro! that w'll eliminate 
all outside thourhts wh'le you are 
study!ng or practicing. “This one 
thing T do.” 

Technic is only a means to an end, 
but it Is necessary. But further you 
should aim to be a musician, as we'll 
asa technician. Get imbued with the 
‘dea of the composition. 
your mind with the plan, form and 
{dea of the music. What ft means

His reason for preferring ‘The Stars 
and Stripes Forever” has been told by 
Sousa himself. “It is richest in mel- 
ody and the best in orchestration,” he 
said. “I have other favorites, too, and 
I feel that ‘Comrades of the Legion,’ 
which I wrote only recently and dedi- 
jcated to the American Legion, is 
worthy of a place, but ‘The Stars and 
Stripes Forever’ is my first choice. In 
this I-am backed, I think, by thous- 
ands of my hearers, who seem to be 
most enthusiastic when the band plays 
that composition.” 

Probably second choice of all the 
Sousa maches is 
}one of his earlier compositions, based 


on an old bugle call of the United 
States army. Equally familiar are 
|“ Washington Post,” “El! Capitan,” 


“Jack Tar,” “Thunderer” and “Hands 
Across the Sea." It is now thirty-five 
years since Sousa began tc compose, 
and it may be gaid that some of his 
earlier attempts were not marches at 
all, but more or less serious efforts 
along the lines which are now engag- 
ing the attention of an increasing num- 
|ber of American musicians. 
| As far back as 1886 Sousa undertook 
to write “humoresqués,"" or joking 
variations, on some song “hit” of the 
period. “A Little Peach in an Orchard 
|\Grew” was the subject of one of his 
first arrangements. He found the pub-

As a man among musicians. Sons 
jfrankly has his idols. “The Mess'nahs 
who brourht the glad tidines,” he said 
in an Etude interview which is re 
printed in this season’s souvenir pro- 
gram, “Palestrina, Bach, Beethoven, 
Wagener and a multitude of divinely 
endowed musicians have led the worl!

FAIR TRADE, EQUAL 
OPPORTUNITY IS 
BRITISH POLICY 


Sir Auckland Geddes is Speaker 
Before Minneapolis Chamber 
of Commerce 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov, 6—Great 
Britain and the United States muat 
avoid nationa) trade competition “or- 
ganized by government and supported 
by pol'tical action.” Sir Auckland Ged- 
des, British ambassador to the United 
States, declared today in an address 
lat a dhamber of commerce luncheon 
here. 

If United States or Great Britain, 
he said, were to begin to organize 
areas of exclusive econom’'c advant- 
age, there “would inevitably come & 
clash of interests that would at least 
strain the friendly relations betweea 
the countries.” 
| Sir Auckland denied statements ap- 
pearing in United States newspapers, 
that United States ships had _ been 
placed at a disadvantage with Britieh 
jships by British government action. 
|He declared, however, “not in any 
‘gense as a threat however veiled, but 
as a matter of interest,” that if the 
British Empire should adopt a law 
precisely similar to the United States 
law lim ting coastwise traffic to ships 
flying only its own flag. “‘there would 
be\some far-reachng derangements in 
the business of non-British shipping.” 

“We are not thinking at present. of 
adopt'ng any such law," he added, 
\for our trade policy is based on the 
}policy of “fair trade ang equal cppor- 
tunity.” 

Speaking not only as the ambassa- 
dor of Great Britain, but as the repre- 
/sentative of all the British dom nio1s 
and colonies, “of one-quarter of the 
human race,” Sir Auckland gaid he 
jhad no hesitation in asserting that he 
|mis-represented no op’nion of import- 
ance when he declared it was the wish 
of all the British peoples to live in 
peace and amity with the United 
States and “with all the nations of 
the earth,” 

“I sometimes read in your news- 
papers,” he said ‘of these subtle de- 
| Vilish schemes which the British gov- 
ernment is preparing wth the object 
of preventing your trade expansion. I 
have been a member of the British 
cabinet, I have been the minister of 
the crown responsible for the trade 
|pol'cy and activities of the govern- 
ment, and I assure you formally and 
without reservation that the princi- 
ple which underlies British trade pol- 
icy ‘6 expressed in the five words: 
‘Fair trade and equal opportunity.’ 

“If we continue to trust one another, 
if we know, as states, we can trust one 
another, not to attempt to steal 
marches each upon the other, then I 
believe that the competition of our re- 
spective traders will add to and not 
subtract from the understanding of 
one nation by the other. 

“Let me declare without any possi- 
bility of misunderstinding, the British 
government will welcome-co-operation 
of the government of the United 
States in dealing with the probtems cf 
the east and the west. and that eo far 
aq trade is concerned, it stands today 
by its old policy of fair trade and 
equal opportunity. 

Education Will Help 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 5.—Improved 
education would aid greatly in making 
future wars imposs ble, and the school 
room is the hope of peace, declared? 
Sir Auckland Geddes British a.nbas- 
eador to the United States, who sp xe 
here jJast night before the annual co7- 
vention of the Minnesota Education 
assoc’ation. 

“An ambassador's’ duty is to pro- 
mote the cause of peace,’” said Sir 
Auckland, “I have participated in 
two ware, and | have not desire to see 
another, or for my children to see 
one. I do not want to see war or 
hear talk of war between any nations, 
and I know that though you have no 
more power over the course of your 
country’s immediate international ac- 
tiong than is possessed by 100,000 690 
of your fellow private citizens, you 
and your companions i'n the teaching 
profession have almost absolute con- 
tro] over the mental bias of the citi- 
zens of the future. That knowledge 
emboldens me to say that if you are 
understandingly faithful to your trust 
there twill be new hope for mankind, 
and the peace of the world. 

“I do not suggest that even perfec- 
tion in nationa: education would end 
war, but I firmly believe that improy- 
jed educat’‘on would make impcasible 
‘useless war waged becauge of misun- 
'derstandings, and misconceptions. or 
\false issues and animosities based on 
jignorance.” 

The 6chool-room also ray be a big 
factor as a steadying influence to 
calm unrest, Sir Auckland sald.

The famous Peace River district, at 
the northern extremity of Canada's 
most northern raflroad, has during 
the past ten years surpassed all expec- 
tations in agricultural development. lt 
is an tmmensely rich agricultura) d'e- 
trict, situated geographically in the 
centre of what ie known as the Great 
Northland, which but 4 comparatively 
few years ago, With the exception of 
. few trading posts and m‘ssions wes 
unsettled, and possessed only the mere 
rudimonts of agricultural develop- 
ment, Twelve or fifteen years ago a 
few settlers went into that country, 
and started farming. Real agricul- 
tural development, however, did not 
start unth the coming of the railroad 
tn 1916, which marked an epoch in 
the history of the whole north coun- 
try. Since raftway transportation has 
become a reality, ‘the agricultural in- 
dustry of the Peace river district has

it. The only serious drawback ts rafi- 
way transportation for some of the 
outlying districts, and there is every 
indication that it i, only a matter of 
time until the farmers in those placcs 
will have the needed railway facili- 
ties, 

Settlement West of the Peace 

Settlement In the Peace River dis- 
trict ts principally west of the Peace, 
and extends in some instances for dis- 
«ances of forty or fifty miles, includ- 
ing a number of fairly large communi- 
ties, most of which have a post office 
arousd which they center. Griffin 
Creek, some thirty miles south-west of 
Veace River Crossing, is one of the 
larger communities tn the district. The 
post office, the farmers’ co-operative 
estore and the community hall canst!

Breeding Pens Mated on Seventy- 
five Farms—Fifty Per Cent. 
of Birds Culled Out 


G. M. Conmie of the Dominion Poul- | 


try Division, live stock branch, reports 
that since the first of the present year, 
officers of the Poultry Division in Al- 
berta have handled and culled flocks 
of poultry for'299 farmers. In all 
15.576 birds have been handled, con- 


sisting mainly of Barred Rocks, Orp- 
ingtons, Wyandottes and Rhode Isl- 
and Reds. In some districts the stock 


culled out have averaged as high as 
fifty per cent. and even more in some 
cuses, 

Another feature of the work that is 
being done by this division has been 
the selection of brooding pens and 
males for breeding purposes, Last 
spring flocks were mated on seventy- 
five farms, and there were 164 appli- 
cations not attended to. To date, two 
hundred and fifty applications for 
male birda have been received by the 
branch.

It ig a country of great natura) 
|soenic beauty. 'Nhere 4s none of the 
drab, Nfeless looking prairie and rocks 
jeuch as characterize eome of the drier 
countries, but in many respects has 
the appearanve of some of the places 
in 'Eastern.Canada, The native grass 
grows rank and thick, and there ts 
enough scrub on the prairies, which

further south.

The North 
country, of which the Peace River 
district is a part, is the last “west’’ on 
the American cont nent, and 1s really 
the only place where there are really 


large areas of land open for free 
homesteads, and settlems have been 
Nocking into thag country in great) 
numbers.

Matures a Week Earlier Than 
Sweet Corn—Ears Grow Low 
Down on Stalk 


As a result of a cross between 
equaw and sweet corn, A Pike of Ea- 
;}™Monton hae produced a type of corn 
which ts earlier in maturity than tae 
ordinary sweet corn and possesses in 
many respects the hardiness of squaw 
corn, The cross was made two years 
ago, and the seed which was care- 
Gully selected wae nlanted again tis 
jvear, The crop grown tais year was 
{quite un'form in type, and Mr. Pike 
believes that he has secured a strain 
j of garden corn that is superior to 
jequaw corn and is well suited to the 
cond'tions tn this country. It ‘has a 
splendid flavor, is a heavy yielder, and 
at the same time possesses the hardl- 
ness characteristic of squaw corn, 

In growth habit it is similar to 
squaw corn. The stalk is fair'y short 
and the cobs grow low down on the 
stalk. The cobs on the other hand are 
|moreof tne size of sweet corn, The 
kernels are also Mrger and resemble 
|sweet corn, Th kernel is fairly light 
in color. °

Straw Not a Satisfactory Single Roughage for Bred Ewes.—Ewes on 
Alfalfa Hay Gained in Weight of Fleece Over Ewes Fed 
Other Roughages—Good Results With Timothy Hay 


That alfalfa hay as a roughage .a 
unequalled for wintering pregnant 
ewes is shown by the results of an! 
experiment carried out to determine 
the merits of various forms of winter 
rations for breeding ewes, by the De- 
partment of Fie'd Husbandry, Uni- 
versity of Alberta. Mature ewes can 
be carried through to lambing on al- 
falfa hay without the use of grain in 
any form, In the test ewes wintered 
on atfalfa aay made greater gains, 
produced larger lambs, and sheared 
heavier fleeces than ewes fed any) 
other forms of roughage or combina-| 
tion of roughages, even when whole 
as fed with prairie hay.

;@wes lost flesh rapidly, At the close of 


the fifth week they were so thin and 
weak that it was evident that they 
could not be maintained on_ this 
rougaage, so whole oats were added. 
The quantity of grain was ateadily 
increased until the ewes began to gain 
ic weight. Towards the latter part of 
the period the ywere receiving a 
little over one pound of whole oats 
er head per day. At ‘ambing time 
hey were etill rather thin. One ewe 
Proved not to be in lamb, another pro- 
duced twins taat were too weak to 
survive, while the other three gave 
birth to good average single lambs. 
This lot showed the lowest average 
fain per head to their credit. From 
the standpoint of condition of ewea, 
strength of lambs and growth of 
fleece, oat etraw ‘is not a satisfactory 
single roughage for bred ewes. If used 
it ahou'd be in combination with other 
more guitable roughages. 


Alfalfa Ranks First 
Results from alfalfa hay were ex- 


cellent. Leaving out of account the 
question of cost, the lot wintered 
on alfalfa hay would easily rank first, 
They were in excellent ¢ondition at 
time of ‘ambing, with the after lamb- 
ing weights showing a slight gain of 
.8 of a pound per ewe over we'ghts 
at the time of breeding, Taeir lambs 
came 100 per cent strong and were 
the heaviest in the test—-averaging 
9.94 lbs. at birth, These ewes made 
an average gain in weight of fleece 
over the 1919 clip of 2,,94 Ibe. per 
head, which was 1.82 lbs, above tae 
next best. 

Durning the 145-day period they 
ecnsumed 605.88 Ibs, of hay per 
head at a cost of $7.57, With the a’- 
falfa hay valued at $25.00 per ton or 
$5.00 above timotay and $9.00 above 
pra‘r'e hay, the cost of feed was 
greater than in any other bot. 

Poor Showing on Oat Green Feed

Oat green feed hay, fed alone, 
proved the most unsatisfactory rough- 
age of any an trial, The ewes winter- 
ed in fairly good condition showing 
an average loge of but 8.75 Iba., but 
the lamb crap was very disappointing. 
One ewe proved not ¢o be in lamb, 
one aborted on April: lat and another 
on April 8rd.

Sonclusions 

1, Alfa’fa hay !s unequalled as & 
reughage for wintering pregnant 
ewes Mature animale can be carried 
through to lambing on thie hay with- 
out the use of grain in any form. In 
this test. ewes wintered on alfalfa 
hay made greater gains, produced lar- 
eer lambs, and #heared heavier fleeces 
than those on arv other roughage or 
ecmination of roughtages or even 
when whole oats were fed wits:
